Patrol K9 “Arko”

Arko is a 5 year old Shepherd from the Czech Republic. He is very
outgoing and energetic. His duties include: building searches, area
searches, tracking suspects, suspect apprehension, missing persons,
vehicle extrication, article searches and evidence locating. Arko re-
places K9 Akay, who retired in July of 2010, due to health issues.
Akay was credited with over 50 suspect captures and locating over 5
items of evidentiary value.

Arko has been working since January of 2011 and has multiple cap-
tures. His latest capture was after a 2.8 mile track! Patrol dogs save
hundreds of man hours during searches, (Arko once found a firearm
that had been lying in a hedge row for over 30 hours) not to mention
enhancing officer and public safety. Arko routinely gets calls for
demonstrations at area schools and for church groups. Arko and his
handler have to attend 20 hours a month maintenance training ,
attend one of two state conferences, and certify with the *OPCA once
a year.

Narcotics K9 “"Benny”

Benny is a 2 year old, black Labrador Retriever mix , rescue dog
trained to detect illegal Marijuana, Heroin, Cocaine and Methamphet-
amine.

Benny stated working September of 2013 and already has many
“finds” under his collar.

He has been a presence in the High, Middle, and Grade Schools to
promote a drug free environment.

Benny attends 16 hours a month maintenance training and is cur-
rently certified with the *OPCA”. Benny’s skills have also been
demonstrated at a local animal benefits, and community events .

Benny replaces Charlie, who retired earlier in 2013 due to health
issues.
